Wasnineton, D. C., April 9.—Thurman’s 
Pacific Railroad Funding bill, passed by the 
Senate to-night, makes the Union Pacific and 
the Central Pacific Railroad Companies pay into 
the Treasury of the United States, in addition to 
the whole of the Government’s earnings, not to 
exceed for the former Company $150,000 and 
for the latter $300,000 per year. The Govern- 
ment nas heretofore retained all of the Govern- 
ment earnings, although one-half of them has 
been due to companies. The objection made to 
the bill was not as to the amount to be paid into 
the Sinking Fund, but to other sections of the 
bill, including the declaration of the right to 
amend, alter, or repeal the bill should it become 
a law. 

Senator Thurman, in his remarks to-day, ex- 
plained these sections in a manner which de- 
prived them to some extent of their objection- 
able features. The amount due the companies 
hereafter from the Government tor transporta-

CURRENCY MATTERS, 
SILVER COIN AND CERTIFICATES. 
Special Dispatch to The Tr'bune. 

Wasnineron, D. C., April 9.—Since the pass- 
ave of the Silver bill the Government has 
coined something more than one and one-half 
millions of the new dollars. These are mostly 
still in the Pennsylvania mints, but will soon be 
sent to the Sub-Treasury in New York City. 
The new silver certificates will be ready to-mor- 
row. It will not be many days before customs 
dues will de paid in these certificates, the silver 
remaining in the Sub-Treasuries. The new dol- 
lars wili be used for buying bullion. The books 
at the Treasury this morning show that only 
200,000 new dollars are now in circulation. The 
amount of subsidiary silver coin now in possession 
of the Government is $5,500,000, which the 
Department regards as sufficient to redeem all 
fractional currency that will ever be presented. 
There is still. about $17,000,000 of fractional 
currency outstanding, but the Treasury of- 
ficials think that less than one-third of it will 
ever be presentcd for redemption, 

THE COMMITTEES. 

The Finance Committee of the Senate dis- 
cussed the bill to repeal the Resumption act, 
aud agreed to take a final vote on Friday. The 
Committee decided it was inexpedient to build 
new mints, and agreed upon an appropriation 
of $75,000 to reopen the New Orleans Mint. 

The House Committee on Coinage has nearly 
completed its report ou additional minting fa- 
cilities. It will recommend the reopening of 
the mints at New Orleans and Charlotte, N. 
C., and may provide for new mints at Indfan- 
apolis or Kansas City. Suitable buildipgs have 
been offered to the Government free of charge 
at both these cities.

THE NATIONAI AL CAPITAL. 


Washington Social Aspects as Seen by Donn 
Piatt Through Cynical Spectacies. 
Washington Capital. 

There is so little going on in the social world 
of Washington that it is almost impossible to 
get at anything worth putting to record or com- 
menting wpon. 

The season is beautiful. The soft Southern 
airs blow througu the sunlight over the Kidwell 
bottoms, and between potions of quinine and 
gin we expand our lungs and rejoice in our 
living; yet there is a dullness brooding like a 
fog overall. One feels as if one could sleep 
away the hours that are so quict and so slow. 

One fact to be noted is the change one year of 
anew Administration has wrought upon che 
National Capital. The old familiar faces of the 
Grant regime have nearly all disappeared. 
Gone are the gay equipages, the flash of dia- 
monds, and flow of lace. The wild excitement, 
the feverish life that drove like mad the whirl- 
ing hours away, have given plac to a sober, 
rather e, and certainly no more refined sort 
ot existence. 

BELKNAP AND ROBESON. 

Sometimes, at rare Intervals, one or two of 
the old leading actors appear like ghosts, 
haunting their old places, that know them no 
more.

N Chamberlin's, the gambier) the other 

y smoking a cigar, after a mutton chop, to be 
had at no other place this side of London than 
this restaurant, when Belknap and Robeson met 
upon the pavement in front, They stood, 
fore entering, for a few moments, and we could 
not resist the thought and feeling that came 
upon us at the j sight of these once prominent 
men. 

Belknap appeared as burly, solemn, and 
dignified as ever. His gray, or rather blue, eye 
still looks at ove curiously, which always seemed 
to say: Well. who are you, anyhow, and 
what do you want?“ His skin is clearer than of 
old, his full-flowing beard ana hair as neatly 
combed as in the days when one navigated round 
his full stomach to bow to his beautiful wife. 

Our Rotund Robeson is also as rotundas ever, 
with a darker, richer tinge in his wine-stained 
countenanee. The late jolly Jack Tar hides his 

eyes behind heavy glasses, but he gives one now, 
as ever, proofs of the good Jiving to which he is 
addicted. What stores of fat capon, delicious 
terrapin, heayen<reated and angel-cooked can- 
vas-backs, and succulent soit shells and lobsters, 
bave gone to make up a Secretary of the Navy. 

Belknap and Robesou were the roistering 
sWasnbucklers of the Grant regime; and right 
golly fellows they were, so tight ou wine and 

oose on contracts. They were captains, they 
were, in their day. Rich men couried them aad 
fair iadies smiled on them; while the great 
crowd followed, flattered, sought, and sued, and 
the great officials took it all as if to the manner 
born.

Water, sir!“ But, of course, this is 
an exaggeration. 

If milk is really substituted for wine fish 
ought to be banished, for milk on fish is provo- 
cative of more cblie than any other indigestible 
combination Known to suffering humanity; un- 
less indeed lime water be added; and the serv- 
ant intrusted with the distribution of the milk 
ought to iollow with a jar of lime water to neu- 
tralize the vitiated acid sure to come. 

The fact is, the dinner itself should bol- 
iched. It is a heavy affair at best, wherrenliv- 
ened by sherry and champagne. It is a nuisance 
whee given over to heayy eating and heavier

Of course Mrs. Hayes has a right to reduce 
her principles to practice, and we honor the 
courage that carries it out in the teeth of cus- 
tom or fasuion. But the reform is only vossi- 
bie in banishing the dinner itself. A State din- 
ner at the Executive Mansion isa quasi official 
ceremony, and when the wine is eliminated it 
not only loses its official significance, but degen- 
erates into a heavy, indigestible bore. 

If their high principles will not allow the use 
of wine, common sense dictates an absence of 
dinner. Let the stupid affair be ruled out, as 
2 the diplomatic corps is virtually set 
aside.

those days. They might have found means 
of opening the mouth of the Danube, de- 
stroying or picking up the torpedoes, and 
cutting the line of communications of the 
invading army. In any event they would have 
been a perpetual menace of the Russian 
power before Constantinople, and would 
have protected the city at least from siege, 
assault, orcapture. British engineers would 
have planned fortifications that the redoubt- 
able Topitepen. might not have taken 
by sap and mine; British capital would 
have provided ammunition, and covered 
Bulgaria and Roymelia with a network of 
railways, if necessarry; and British volun- 
teers would have swelled the Turkish rapks. 
A war thus conducted on the defensive 
would not have been a holiday campaign. 
It is doubtful whether Russia, perceiving 


the magnitude of the undertaking, would/ 


have proceeded with it. „ 

The opportunity for making a defensive 
war was permitted to pass, and Great Britain 
is now seriously considering an offengive one, 
For what reason? Lord Dexsy is not the 
only European statesman who ¢onfesses} his 
inability to answer this question. The official 
organ of Prince Gortscuaxorr, a few days 
since, said: If Englang should state what 
she proposes, then her proposals and those 
of the Cabinet at Yienna might pave the 
way for a common understanding.“ This is 
a reasonable request, but one that England 
shows no disposition to grant. She stands 
virtually in the position of the partisans of 
the house f Moxradux, biting her thumbs 
at her enemies, but professing no specific 
ground of complaint. She objects to the 
treaty of San Stefano, but declines to state 
why she objects. Certainly not because it 
England cannot object 
to the enfranchisement of the Bulgarian 
Christians, or the establishment of the new 
Bulgarian Principality, for these were dis- 
tinctly stated to be the main objects of the 
war. She cannot object to the aggrandize- 
ment of Servia and Montenegro, for 
this is less in each instance than 
was generally anticipated. She cannot 
object to the acquisition of Bessarabia, or, 
if she does, she has no means of enforcing 
her objections. Russia holds that strip of 
territory in her own right and on her own 
side of the river. ‘The combined armies of 
Europe would hardly be sufficient to dis- 
lodge her from it. Does England desire the 
consolidation of the Greek race and the ex- 
tension of the Greek Empire? does she need 
guarantees in regard to Egypt? does she 
sympathize with Roumania? or does she 
cherish a rooted antipathy to the Bulgarian 
Sclavs? If she is controlled by these feel- 
ings, or any of them, why does she not 
frankly avow them? The sympathies of 
the American people will, under ordinary 
circumstances, be with England as against 
Russia, as they are always likely to be with 
the more enlightened nation. But the 
growth of this sympathy would grca'ly be 
promoted if it could be known that British 
dissatisfaction is well-grounded. According 
to present appearances, Great Britain is 
rushing, as Lord Dranx said, into a pur- 
poseless war.” Of all the wars in which 
she has ever engaged, this promises to be 
the most pointless aud unprovoked. 


FREE SHIPS. 

Mr. Jonx CopMan, who is known as a 
student of American navigation laws, has 
recently published through G. P. Purnam’s 
Sons a pamphlet devoted to a consideration 
of the decline of the American carrying 
trade and the reasons of it. There is little 
that is new to be said on this subject, but 
Mr. Copman has stated the old arguments in 
an attractive manner. He examines and de- 
stroys the fallacy of the New-England Pro- 
tectionists which held that shipbuilding be- 
came extinct in consequence of the depreda- 
tions of the Confederate cruisers. The de- 
struction of vessels during the War should 
have been, he maintains, a reason for in- 
creased reproduction. The real cause of the 
decline is to be found, not in any accidental 
circumstances, but in the studious policy of 
repression adopted by our Government. 
Our restrictive navigation laws are as old 
as the Republic. They grew out of 


a compromise with slavery. The Northern 


States agreed to foster slavery on condition 
that the Southern States should foster ship- 
building. Shipbuilding has survived the 
trial which slavery could not stand. The de-

There is only 
one shipbuilder of prominence as against 
thousands*of merchants who desire to be 
ship-owners, and would be if the Govern- 
ment were not against them. There is no 
reason why the Government should be 
against them, unless it proceeds on the prin- 
ciple that the weakest cause should be sup- 
ported. Some member of Congress who has 
a clear view of this subject ought to revive 
the free-ship clanse of the Tariff bill in the 
House, and demand a division on it, so that 
the people may know who are the friends 
and who the enemies of the shipbuilders as 
opposed to the ship-owners. 


The death of Dr. W. H. Brispanz, which 
took place in the little village of Arena, Wis., 
on Saturday morning last. is worthy of more 
than a passing notice. He belonged to the 
party of original Abolitionists, and made many 
great personal and pecuniary sacrifices to prac- 
tically carry out the effort to abolish the sys- 
tem of chattel slavery. He was born in South 
Carolina,—a State that never gave much en- 
couragement to Anti-Slaverv men,—and in 1835, 
when the Slavery question began to engross 
public attention, he came North with thirty of 
nis slaves, and gave them their freedom, and 
established them in good homes. Ur. BRISBANE 
first settled in Cincinnati, and soon became the 
intimate friend and associate of James G. 
BNET, who was twice the Liberty party can- 
aidate for President, Gov. Lewis, Dr. Bau 
LEY, afterwards editor of the National Fra, —in 
which Mrs. Harriet BCE Stowse’s famous 
Anti-Slavery novel, Uncle Tom's Cabin,” orig- 
inally appeared,—the late Chief Justice CASE 
and other prominent Anti-Slavery agitators and 
reformers. SaLmMon P. CHase was then a 
young man and an obscure lawyer in Cincinnati, 
who first brought himself to the attention of 
the public by often volunteering his services in 
defense of runaway slaves, for which he received 
nothing put the thanks of the poor slaves and 
the curses of their owners. That was in the 
days of the Underground Railway, which ex- 
tended from the Ohio River northward across 
the State of Ohio to Canada, and over which 
thousands of trembling fugitives found their 
way to the land of promise. Dr. Brispanz 
was a principal stockholder and Director 
in that Underground Railroad, and Cas 
was its attorney. Nobody imagined in 
those troubied days that the young lawyer 
would become Governor of Ohio, then United 
States Senator, then Secretary of the Treasury 
and the inventor of greenbacks and Natioval 
Banks, and at last Cinief-Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and, as such officer, 
preside at the trial of impeachment of the Presi- 
dent. Dr. Brispane went to Wisconsin in 1855, 
and was Chief Clerk of the State Senate in 1857. 
For ashort time he was pastor of the Baptist 
Cnurch in Madison. He was always an active 
and very efficient member of the Republican 
party ever since its organization, and his vhil- 
anthropic ideas were grandly supplemented by 
the purity of his private life, and his unselfish 
regard for the rights and welfare of the human 
race, githout regard to creed, color, or condi- 
tion. e made a conspicuous figure in that 
nobie group of heroic men, most of whom have 
already passed away, who struck a blow for the 
liberty of the black race in America, and by

age of 75, and leaves behind him a number of 
children and .grandchildren who ‘will forever 
cherish bis memory with feelings of pride and 
regret.

Russia should then 
have been notified that England could not 
consent to the execution of her plans. Such 
a notification would no doubt have been 
effective. England then had the means, in 
which she is now lamentably deficient, to 
enforee her demands. Two corps of British 
soldiers, aided by a hundred British en- 
gineérs, could have prevented the passage of 
the Danube, which was only accomplished, 
as against the Turks alone, by haphazard 


‘If there had been a British nucleus abhut 


which the splendid fighting material of the 
Turks could collect, and if system 
had thereby been been put into the 
defensive operations, good luck would not 
have been so important an element in the 
campaign. Supposing the Danube to be 
crossed, there would probably have been no 
Plevna; and if Plevna had taken place, 
there would still have been a stubborn re- 
sistance at the line of the Balkans. Col. 
Baker's brilliant operations. towards the 
close of the war showed what British skill 
and pluck could accomplish; and if he had 
had 30,000 to 50,000 British soldiers behind 
him he would have made a different record 


registry. Upto 1849 the American clipper 
ships were the best ocean craft. They were 
purchased in large numbers by British mer- 


chants, and entered in the British shipping- 
list. | 


Iron ships then came into vogue. 
English workmen could make them better 
and cheaper than American workmen could. 
Works were accordingly established on the 
Clyde. America refused to follow the 
example Great Britain had set. American 
merchants were not permitted to buy Clyde- 
built steamers, though they could buy them 
cheaper than they could build others like 
them at home. The consequence was that 
the carrying-trade passed into other hands, 
and the United States now pay $130,000,000 
annually to the vessel- Owners of other coun- 
tries. Besides thesum actually paid in freights 
it is computed that 300 steamships, employ- 
ing 50,000 men, earning $1,500,000 monthly, 
are employed in our trade with Eusope. 
Against this array we have only the four 
steamers of the Pennsylvania Steamship 
Company to present, which may be consid- 
ered a subsidized line, inasmuch as it has the 
advantage both of a remission of State taxes 
and of the exclusive patronage of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company. 

Mr. Joux Roacn’s remedy for the decad- 
ence of the American carrying trade is a sys- 
tem of subsidies. He desires to have $3 per 
mile paid to all steamers in the Atlantic 
trade, and $4 per mile to steamers in the 
Pacific trade. Mr. Copman’s remedy is far 
simpler. It is the admission of foreign- 
built ships to American markets free of 
dq, so that avy American merchant 
can have the privilege of buying his 
ships, as he buys his teas or coffces, 
where he can get them cheapest. ‘‘ The pro-

THE RAILROADS. ~— 


BRIDGING THE MOUTH OF THE 
RIVER. 

The long-contempiated railroad bridge over 
the Chicago River, just below Rush-strect 
bridge, will in all probability be built by the 
lilinois Central Railroad Company during the 
present summer. The estimates have been 
made, and the plans are all ready. It will be a 
wooden pivot bridge similar to the bridges now 
crossiM& the river, and will cost about $25,000. 

The Common Council, by ordinance passed 
June 14. 1832, authorized the [llinois Central 
Railroad Company to extend the track of said 
road from their track on grounds south of the 
South Pier acruss the Chicago River to 
North Water street, dy means of a 
bridge, the plans of which were to be 
approved by the Common Council. In De- 
cember, 1862, the Railroad Company presented 
plans for the bridge to cross tbe Chicago River 


at the point. designated, and they were ab- 


proved. It is understood that the bridge will 
be built according to these plans. The ordinance 
provides that the breaking of ground for the 
erection of said bridge or the taking of any 
measures by the Company or its agents towards 
the buiiding of the sume shall be taken and 
construed as an acceptance of and agreemeut 
on the part of said Company to all the follow- 
ing provisions, restrictions, and requirements: 
Said bridge shall be constructed under the 
charge and superintendence of the Board of 
Public Works, and the Company shall be liable 
for and chargeable with all damages that 
may accrue and become payable to the own- 
ers or occupants of avy real estate or 
to the owners or charter party ol any 
vessel, float, or water craft, by reason of the 
construction, operation, or improper care and 
management of said bridge; and said Company 
shall, at its own cost, teud said bridge, aud shall 
so Operate and manage the same as to cause 
the least possible obstruction to navigation; 
and said Railroad Company shall indemnify and 
save the City of Chicago harmless from any and 
all costs, damages, charges, and expenses what- 
ever that may in any manuer arise by reason of 
the ercction or use of a bridge at that point. 

The managers of the [liinois Central Railroad 
think that under the above ordinance they can 
commence the construction of the bridge with- 
out any further legislation. They will apply to 
the Mayor in ashort time to appoint a person to 
superintend the work, as provided for in 
the ordingnee. The bridge will cross the river 
just east of Elevator B, and the track across it 
will connect with the track of the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad on the other side. It 
is uncerstood that the property-owners on the 
north side of the river are greatly in favor of 
the bridge and the exteusion of the Illinois Cen- 
tral tracks to that side, and it is said that they 
have offered inducements to the Railroad Com- 
pany to go ahead with the work. There is a 
great deal of dock property on the north side 
of the river which is now unayailable, and which, 
it is believed, will become quite valuable if 
the bridge is built. Considerable opposition) to 
the bridge is manifested on the part of the 
vessel and steamship owners, who claim that it 
will obstruct and delay navigation, and in severe 
gales may cause much damage to vessel prop- 
erty. The managers of the Illinois Central say 
the bridge will be no greater obstruction than 
any of the other bridges. They no not mean to 
usé it for passenger trains, but simply to trans- 
fer freight-cars ot the various lines coming in at 
the Lake-Front to the warebouses and docks on 
the other side of the river, which they cannot 
reach at present except by going all around the 
city. The regular freight and passenger trains 
for the Northern Division will continue to go 
via the St. Charles Air-Line. but ip case ot an 
accident to this route, the bridge could tempo- 
rarily be used to make the connection with the 
Chicago & Northwestern. 

COLONIST AND EMIGRANT RATES. 

Only a meagre avcount of the proceedings of 
the General Ticket and Passenger Agents held 
at Cincinnati last week has becn received by 
telegraph, and from it but little information 

could be derived. Yesterday the official ac- 
count of the doings of the meeting was received 
in thie city, from whieh the following abstract 
is made? 

In regard to land or colonists’ tickets the fol- 
lowing resolution was adopted: 

That from and after April 15, 1878, all one-way 
single land or colonist tickets shall be abolished. 
and that round-trip tickets (of the iron-clad form) 
shall be issued to such points as may be designated 
by land-grant roads west of their eastern termini, 
ata rate not leas than 24, cents per mile each way, 
based on short-line mileage, up to connecting 

int of land-grant roads, and that the rate on 
and-grant roads shall not exceed such rate per 
mile. 4 

In regard to emigrant tickets the following 
resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That emigrant tickets, limited to three 
days, from Buffalo, Dunkirk. Salamanca, Pitts- 
burg, and Wheeling, and points west thereof 
where excursion tickets are sold, may be placed on 
sale from and to similar points, at one-half rates 
named for excursion tickets, except from such 
eastern points as the seaboard emigrant rate shall 
be less thun one-haif the excursion rate; in which 
cases such emigrant limited tickets may be sold at 
similar rates as emigrant tickets are sold from 
points east of those named above. Such special 
retes to extend westward until they meet the one 
half rate of excursion tickets. ; 

It was also resolved that no special excursion 
trains be advertised to carry colonists West- 
ward. Rates to land-grant points were adopted 
and ordered published.

The 
charges from other points are based on the Chi- 
cago ones, and if they are lowered, much of the 

rain which now comes to Chicago from the 
uthwest. to be shipped by lake would go 
around this city by the Southwestera routes. 
During the summer Chicago is all richt, and 
has no cause for complaint, uo matter how high 
the ali-rai! rates are.

‘THE EXILES’ AT HOOLEY’S. 
It was hacdly to be expected that Mr. George 


Fawcett Rowe could, in one week, produce a 


dramatization of Prince Lubonursky’s romance 
that would rival that of Victorien Sar- 
dou, who labored at it for six months, 
—that is, even supposing Mr. Rowe to 
be possessed of the ability of a Sardou. It 
is by no means surprising, therefore, to 
find thet the improvised version of “The 
Exiles” to which he has attached his name 
bears no comparison with the Boston one, which 
is a literal translation from the French text of 
M. Sardou. The same material has been used, 


| just as may be said of Shakespeare that the 


words used in his drama are to found in the 
dictionary. Mr. Rowe names his dramatis per- 
sone Schelm. Tatiana, Viadimir, etc., exactly 
as Sardou did. He conducts them through 
certain trying situations; takes them to Siberia, 
provides a means of escape for them—and in 
short contrives to make a play out of the same 
incidents that formed the groundwork of the 
French author’s work. Here, however, all com- 
parison between the two ceases. It would be a 
mere waste of words to go on te show wherein 
the one play differs from the other. It is a dif- 
ference not only in degree, but in kind. It is the 
difference between the work of an artist, and 
that of an artisan. Aside from the gorgeous 
ornamentation with which the Boston eaition of 
the play was ushered into notice, Mr. Rowe's 
dramatization is singularly feeble in construc- 
tion as compared with the other, lacking alto- 
gether the rapid action, the crowding of sensa- 
ional incidents, and, what is equaliy important, 
a motive in the central character sufliciently 
werful to make his actions intellegible,— 
ndeed, to make him otherwise than simply 
repuisive. The Schetm of Mr. Rowe is a com- 
monplace, melodramatic, bold bad man, who, 
because he has been repulsed dy a young lady, 
makes ub his, mud to persecute her and the 
man she has Having the power to do 
so, he employs that power to carry out a re- 
morseless scheme of vengeance. Tnere is noth- 
— — the flerce lights and shades in the portrait 
which marks the Schelm of Sardou’s creation so 
strikingly interesting. This one is a relentless 
brute, who seems to be actuated by no motive 
but the impulse of a cruel nature. Mr. Levick 
could hardly have done otherwise, that we can 
see, than portray the character aiter the stale 
old melodramatic fashion. It is all a dead 
level Of tremendous severity and inconceiv- 
able hatred, removing the character from 
all human sympathy. In the scene where 
Schelm refuses to succor the dying girl unless 
at the price of ber companion’s honor, Mr. 
Levick relapses into another kind of melodra- 
matic acting, and gives us a really good imita- 
tion of Mr. Booth’s Aichelieu. * deaf man 
looking at this part of the performance would at 
ounce conclude that he was launching the 
curse of Rome at sume fur-clad Baradas 
who was trying to run away with -his 
ward. Mr. Levick is an excellent actor, and he 
bas undoubtedly made the best of the material 
given him. We do not blame the actor for not 
making Schelm interesting. We blame Mr. 
Rowe. In another respect the drama is far be- 
hind its prototype; it is unrelieved by a gleam 
of humor, —uniess the absurdity of introducing 
a Cockney “tiger into such company may be 
regarded as such. in the dialogue assigned to 
this tiger,“ one re izes the earmarks of 
Rowe. O my hi!“; O, ’ere’s a go!“ and a 
deal of such skimble-skamble stuff, ceases to be 
funny after a few repetitions, and not even 
Miss Ada Gilman’s quaint and sprightly 
could lift the into sig- 
nificance. The Frenchman, Victor Voltage, 
does not shine out so conspicuously in 
this version as in the other, although Mr. Ring- 
gold evidently made a conscientious effort to 
give prominence to the part. The Count Viadi- 
mir of Mr. Rockwell was an acceptable per- 
formance,—vot strongly defined, and wanting 
in force, but, on the whole, evincing dramatic 
intelligence. Mr. CnarlesjLe Clercq played Col. 
Patknie well, and Mr. Warde acted with fine 
spirit as Mudler of Mutlenhauser. Miss Jeffreys 
Lewis and Miss Emily Rial divided the atten- 
tion and the applause in their several roles of 
Tatiaua and U/ga, the female victims of auto- 
cratic oppression. 

The scenic embroidery of the play fell below 
expectation. The Siberian forest was well done, 
put beyond this there was really nothing to ex- 
cite special admiration ina part of the repre- 
sentation which is highly necessary to its suc- 
CUss.

announcing the tragedy inform us chat he was 
„n landlord whose ideas of rights of property 
prompted him to stretch the powers given bin 
by law to the utmost limit. . . For over 
twenty-five years he had been consolidating 
farms, evicting tenants, and turning his land 
into immense grass farms. Owning im- 
menese tracts in the Counties of Donegal, Leit- 
rim, and Derry, as well as a small estate in 
Kildare. it is said that he had probably evicted 
more te;ants in his lifetime than anv other man 
in Ireland.” Commenting on this homicide,one 
of our exchapecs correctly points out a matter 
that many peoplo in this country do not seem 
to understand. It says: 

The Earl doubticss reasoned that a man has a 
right to do what he will with his own, but the 
peasants probally found it dificult to under- 
stand how these lands ever came to be his own 
to such an extent as to leave them no right in 
the soll upon which they were bora, and on 
which their ancestors had lived certuries before 
those of the great Earl had obtained a foothol 1 
in Ireland. 

The truth is, that the native chiefs, to whom 
the modern nobles succceded, were not owners 
of the land over which tacir authority extended. 
They had certain rights and prerogatives, and 
were entitled to certain. payments In service 
or otherwise, but they never were own- 
ers in fee simple of the lands occupied 
by the poor peasants. Indeed. it was 
in their magisterial Character rather than in the 
capacity of landiords that they received such 
dues as were paid them; and the right to evict 
scores of peasants from their holdings, or to 
put up those holdings for rent to the highest 
oidder, was something they would never bave 
thought of. E 

In point of fact, the Irish nobilit v have never 
acquired a righifu: ownersiap of their estates in 
So far as the law has conferred such 
ewnership, it has simply legalized the results of 
robbery—robbery of the most atrocious and 
cruel character; for, assuredly, to steal the 
very soil from under the feet of a peasant 


and his family, and to turn them out inte the | 


world as homeless vagabonds, is incomparably 
worse than to rob a traveler on the highway, 
or to steal the plate from the house of a sleep- 
ing burgber. 

It is precisely such robbery that the Earl of 
Leitrim bas been systematically committing 
upon his tenantry. His predecessors have as- 


serted the legal right to do it, and by increas- 
ing from time to 


time their exactions upon the 
tenants have probably made their power of 
ownership iu a measure felt; but they have pad 
a certain respect to the customs of the 
past—customs which did but perpetuate 


rights that were far more ancient and rested 


on a far more equitable foundation than 
their own. The present Earl, on the con- 
trary, relentiessly insisted on putting in force 
all the powers which be was entitied to exercise 
under the theory of the land laws imposca upon 
Ireland py English autbority; insisted, in short, 
on consummating the robbery which his prede- 


cessors had been content to forego for a consid- 


eration in the shape of annual rent; and we can- 
not say that his trazic fate is to be regretted. 
We hope it may, at least, serve as a warning to 
landlords of similar temper, and contribute to 
the amendment ot the iniquitous system of 


land-tenure of which he was so harsh and un- 


compromising a representative.

To the Etitors of the New York Evening Post: - 
A well-known citizen living not many blocks 
from Union Square relates an tneident some- 


what iu this wise: 

One bright morning in the month of Novem- 
ber, some years ago, | was preparing to go 
down-town, when the servant informed me that 
a man was waiting at the front door to see me, 
„Tell bim I'll be down in a moment,“ said J. 
On going to the door a man of tall stature and 
robust appearance, calling me by name, request- 
ed assistance, saying that he bad a large family, 
a wife iu delicate health, and no means to pro- 
cure food for them. You appear to be strong 
and healthy; why don’t you work!“ asked J. 
„Simply, sir, for the reason that I cannot pro- 
cure work.“ 

Not having any work to give him, I thought I 
would test tue sincerity of his intentions. If 
1 give you work, what pay do you want!“ 
Anything, sir, you choose to give me, so jong 
as I can obtain means for my suffering family.” 
„% Very well,” said I, 1 will give you 25 cents 
an hour if you will earry a brick on your arm 
around the block for five hours without stop- 
ing.“ Thank you, sir; I will don.“ After 
— * awhile I found a brick, placed it on the 
man’s arm, started him on his walk, and then 
went dowmtown to my business. 

Not having the least faith in the man's prom- 
ise, I thought but little more of it. yet as I 
knew I should be back within five hours I de- 
termined to see if he performed his work. My 
business kept me away rather later than I ex- 
pected, so 1 had to forego my usual walk home, 
and took a Fourth ayenue car to be back within 
the five hours. 

As 1 approached ths corner of the street where 
I reside I found a great crowd of persons gath- 
erea—two fire-engines, a hose-cart, and a hook- 
and-ladder-truck. Upon inquiring where the 
fire was, | was informed that it was a false 
alarm, and that what brought the people to- 
gether and oecasioned the agitation was the 
spectacle of atall man carrving a brick on his 
arm around tne block for nearly five hours.

ers, and to have the full Episcopal service for 


the dead performed over her. She also made a 
last request that her body should be kept six 
davs before it was put in the graye. For years 
Mrs. Spencer was constantly referring to her 
funeral, and she attended all the big obsequies 
to determine how she would like to have her 
own conducted. It was her desire to have a 
coffin like that of the late Alexander T. Stewart. 

The funeral services over Mrs. Spencer were 
performed yesterday in the kandsome new 
chapel of St. Augustine, in Houston street. No 
expense was spared to make it as elaborate as 
possible, in accordance with the wishes of the 
deceased woman. The services were begun at 
the unusually early hour of 94 o’clock in the 
morning. Mrs. Spencer rested ina rich, Spanish 
cecar casket, trimmed and mounted similar to 
the one in which the late Alexander T. Stewart 
was buried. The handles, eight in number, were 
of solid silver, gilded with gold. Purple silk 
Vcivet lined the casket, and the draving was of 
gold bullion fripge. The lid was mounted with 
a solid gold plate, on which was inscribed: 


SARAH A. SPENCER. 
Died March 29, 1878, 
Aged 69 years. 


Nearly 81. 
laid on the altar, the chancel steps. and around 
the casket. The costliest piece Was a broken 
column surmounted by a dove. Nearly 200 
friends of the deceased woman attended the 
funeral. Her only relatives present were a sis- 
ter and some nieces from Philadelphia. The 
Rev. A. C. Kimber officiated. Elaborate black- 
borded programmes of the service were dis- 
tributed among those in the chapel. * Rock of 
Ates.“ * The Lord my Pasture shall Prepare,“ 
and Brevis Vite,“ the opening stanzas of the 
great hymn of Abbot Clungy, were the. hymns 
sung. They were selected by Mrs. Spencer. 
The body was taken to Greenwood and buried 
on Battle Hill in one of the highest plots in the 
cemetéry. It was followed to the grave bv 
fifteen carriages, filled with mourners. Mrs. 
Spencer desired a hearse drawn by four black 
horses, but ber relatives thought v would 
make the cortege too conspicuous 47. they 
would bave only two. The pall was borne by 
six men. The flowers were left on the grave. 

Mrs. Spencer made a great deal of money in 
her life, and it was supposed by those who 
knew her well that she died leaving a great 
fortune, Her will was opened yesterday after- 
noon in the presence of her executors, counsel, 
and relatives, aud to their astonishment ſt was

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

A case is now pending m the Appeliate Court 
which involves to a considerable degree the powers 
of the Board of Education. The suit is the Board 
of Education v4. Miller & Doolittle; and relates to 
the renting of some school property by the former 
to the latter. The most important issues raised by 
the defendants are, first, that the Board of Educa- 
tion is not a corporation. The Board, it is alleged, 
was in existence mereiy as an officer of the munic- 
pal corporation of Chicago by the charter of 18633. 
The general law of April, 1872, to provide for the 
incorporation of cities and villages, does not refer 
to it, and, therefore, does not change its con- 
ditions or relations. It is nowhere vested with 
corpurate authority. No property, or right of 
property, has ever been vested init, and no pro- 
vision made by statute fora remedy to any one 
contracting with itfor any breach or violation of 
which it might be guilty. The consolidated school 
act provides that, in cities having a population of 
100,000, tbe Board of Education shail have 
charge and control of the public schools, but uo 
corporate attrioute of style, right to sue, sale, or 
succession is given. 

The next question is asto the power of the 
Board, whether it be corporation, quasi-corpora- 
tion or not, to make alease. Under the charter 
provision of ‘63 n could not do so. By that 
charter, the title to schoo! land was vested in 
the City of Chicago, with power to sell or lease 
it, the conveyance to be signed by the 
Mayor and Comptrolier ard countersigned 
by the City Clerk, and sealed with the corporate 
seal, the proceeds to constitute a part of the School 
Fund. y the consolidated school act of 1872, 
however, power is given to the Board of Edaca- 
tion to lease school property and loan money be- 
longing to the School Fund. It is claimed, how- 
ever, by Mr. D. K. McRae, the counsel for de- 
fendant, that this provision of the consolidated 
school act is unconstitutional, The charter of 
1863, and the amendatory act of 1869, are local, 
special lawa, applying to Chicago alone, and, with- 
out express words of repeal, they cannot be affect- 
ed by the school act of 1872, as it applies to cities 
of 100,000 inhabitants, for the act is either a 
general law, operating uniformly through- 
out the State equally in all cities falling within its 
provisions, or itis a local, special law, applicable 
only to the City of Chicago. If the latter, tnen it 
is contrary to the Constitution. If a geaeral law, 
it does not repeal a special, local law on the same 
subject, such as the charter of a city; and if it 


cannot be made to harmunize with the local law, 


it,.and not the local law, must fall to the ground 
within that locality. Therefore, it is claimed the 
title to school property is still in the City of Chica- 
go, and the lease to it can be executed oply by the 
Mayor, Comptroller, and Cierk.

PRESBYTERY. 
ITS LABORS ENDED. 

rhe Presbytery reassembled yesterday morning 
in the Fourth Church. - 

The Standing Committee on Home Missions re- 
ported that daring the past year the following 
churches had been supplied: First Church Joliet, 
Braidwood Church, Kankakee First, Lake Forest, 
Maywood, Manteno, Libertyville, Half-Day, and 
Deerfield. Kankakee Second had been without a 
minister. Highland Park Charch had secured the 
Rev. Mr. Bissell. The whole number of churches 
receiving aid during the year was thirteen. A 
new mission in a German neighborbood of this city 
had been started. under the leadership of the Rev. 
Charles Steinhardt. During the year $7,475 had 
been paid out in support of churches of the Pres- 
bytery. The amount paid tothe treasury of the 
Presbytery had been about $4,000. The Commit- 
tee deemed the financial part of its duties the most 
difficult, If the churches had fulfilied their pledges 
during the year, there would have been no ¢xcess 
of expenditures over receipts. The Committee 
recommended the adoption of resolutions by. the 
Presbytery to the effect that the Standing Commit- 
tee be instructed to prepare a careful estimate of 
the least aggregate sum needed for the support of 
home missions for the year beginning April 1, 
1878, and to eend h copy of the same to thesession 
of each church; ‘that the same Committee call upon 
each session to report within thirty days the 
amount which they may be expected to contribute 
during the year; that the Committee report to all 
the sessions that the Presbytery will not approve 
applications for aid from the Home Board for an 
amount larger than the aggregate contributions; 
that all applications for aid must be flied within 
thirty days, and tnat after that time no applica- 
tions will be entertained. 

The Clerk read the following list of churches, 
giving the amount asked for home missions at the 
beginning of the year, and the amount contributed

STATE OF RELIGION. 

The following report, givinga narrative of the 
state of religion in the churches, was to have been 
presented; but, owing to the lack of time, was put 
over until the next session:

Answers ve 
twenty-nine, a little over one-half. 
ports the foilowing items of interest are gleaned: 

1. There has been no spectal interest of a revival na- 
ture during the year, though all report a good state of 
religious feeling. The work of the past year was 
shaped by the evangelistic efforts of the previous year. 
During this period 1,414 were received into our 
churches on confession of faith. The Urst work was 
the development and training of tnose converts, and the 
adjustment of the churches to their enlarged condi- 
tion. Hence we find that against the 1,414 of last year 
and the 404 of the previous year, the alf of our 
churches reporting have this year recived 247, the 
highest number 52. Only four report es additions on 
profession. Making due aliowance for the numbers 
added on confession and not heard from, a inarked fall - 
ing oil is apparent. 

. All the Church Sabbath-schools and the seven. 
mission scnools reported are in « hourisaiag condition 
Some have considerabiy increased their attendance. 

8. The burden of debt has rested upon many af our 
churches, discouraging, oppressing, aud seriously im- 
pairing their usefulness. Ten are stiil strugglingunder 
a debt.

Les - 
terday the Committee on Public Charities agreed to 
invite two members of the faculty of the Chicago 
and Rush Medical Colleges to visit the institution at 
their earliest convenience, and look through it 
and report, the determination beine, enn. 
dently, to make up a case against 
Spray if possible. If the Committee 
at tue same time had selecied four honest men to 
look into how Warden Peters orders, receives, and 
accounts for supplies. it would have relieved itself 
of the suspicion of being partial, and perhaps in 
the end developed a condition of affairs appailing 
to thé community. Spray may be all that is 
claimed by his enemies,—incompetent, indolent, 
and neglectful,—out, however bad he may be, 
Peters could readily be proven to be worse, if the 
Committee had a disposition to get at the facts and 
the true inwardness of the Insand Asylum troubles. 

OF INTEREST TO CONTRACTORS. 

The Committee on Public Charities was engaged 
yesterday in the favorite pastime of auditing bills 
and granting requisitions, when Mr. Senne called 
attention to the fact that the several appropriations 
were about exhausted, if not overdrawn. During 
the time the County Attorney put in an appear- 
ance, and was asked whether the oy — 
for the year were to cover the expenses from De- 
cember las or from September under his late opin- 
ion as tothe commencement of the fiscal year. 
His reply was that the last tax-levy, contrary 
to general opinion, under the law, had to cover 
all expenses Irom September, 1877, to September, 
1878, and that when the funds were exhausted not 
another cent could be spent. The opinion struck 
the more intelligent members of the Committee 
very forcibly, but fell at the feet of the ofhers, 
| who, knowing thatthe funds were already ex- 

hausted, if they know anvthing, went on auditing 
bills and creating new ones. Contractors before 
filing tne orders of the Board should take the 
trouble to look into the situation. It is their in- 
terest to do so, for every ceut’s worth they furnish 
after the appropriations are exhausted will de a 
dead loss, unless they can collect from the Com- 
misstoners individually.

The Aldermen who owe taxes to the city are to 
be called on to pay.

Ryan intends in- 
troducing a resolation calling theirattention to the 
fact. If all the delinquents were to pay up, the 
city would be between $2,000 and $3,000 better 
off. 


_A case of small-pox has not been reported at the 
Health Office since the 3d inst., and from this fact 
it is inferred that the disease is dying out. There 
ure now only five patients in the hospital, twelve 
having been discharged in one day last week. Al- 
though there is no money available to purchase 
vaccine matter, Dr. De Wolf, rather than forego 
this preventive, has become personally respoustole 
for that which is required, Vaccination has for 
some time been contned to the vicinity of infected 
houses.

THE INDIANA STATE-HOUSE. 


Coatinuation of the Protests of the Disap- 
pointed Architects.

INDIANAPOLIS, April 9.—Judge Ellicott issued 
another alteruative writ of mandate upon an 
amended complaint against the Board of State- 
House Commissiouers this afternoon. Return 
was made by the Board that twelve of the 
twenty-four plans submitted were so imperfect 
and invompiete that no thorough and critical 
examination could be made, bat that to the 
other twelve such examination had becn given, 
and May’s was one of the latter twelve. The 
architects replied in general demand, and alleg- 
ing, also, that Wilcox, au architectural expert, 
bad speut three or four weeks in doctoring May’s 
plans, by order of the Board, before a decision 
was arrived at, and also that experts 
were not called upon for or allowed to give an 
expert opinion upoo the plaus. They did not 
examine nor make lists of estimates upon 
them. The Court sustained the demurrer to 
the last paragraoh of the reply upon the ground 
that the mode and manner of making the ex- 
ammatious was entirely within the discretion of 
the Board, and the Court cannot interfere. The 
case is at issue on a single question whether all 
the plans were examined—how or how much 
makes no difference. Evidence will be heard 
to-morrow, but it is evident, the case will go in 
favor of the board. The architects will carry it 
to the Supreme Court, and one of the uou rest 
dent architects will probably file a suit in the 
United States Court. It is believed, it the 
truth can be arrived at, that Wilson, the archi- 
tect, did ductor the plans very considerably un- 
der orders of the Commissioners.
